[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of Industrial Use] The present invention relates 
to a video intercom system in which visitor's face and 
the like can be captured by a video camera at the 
entrance, gate, or the like of a house or the like and 
monitored inside the house.

[Conventional Technology] Conventionally, this type of 
video intercom system comprises a slave which contains a 
video camera to be installed at the entrance, gate, or 
the like of a house or the like and a master which 
contains a monitor to be installed inside the house. In 
this system, a visitor at the entrance is captured by 
the video camera, an image signal is sent to the master, 
and a person in the house (the user) checks the visitor. 
[0003] In such a video intercom system, its range of 
image capturing is about 60 degrees at a horizontal 
angle and 45 degrees at a vertical angle, and if the 
visitor is tall or short or if he moves, the user cannot 
see the part of the visitor that he wants to see. 
[0004] Therefore, it is considered to increase the 
range of image capturing by using a wide-angle lens for 
the video camera. In such a case, however, the wide- 
angle lens causes lens distortion as shown in Fig. 3, so 
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that the image is transformed, and the screen is 
difficult to see. 

[0005] In order to improve the above problems, there 
are methods of correcting the distortion of the wide- 
angle lens by storing once an image signal taken in from 
the slave as a digital signal, preparing horizontal and 
vertical address translation tables for correcting the 
distortion characteristics of the wide-angle lens, and 
performing address translation for monitor display. 



Fig. 3 shows images according to a conventional example.
